Minutes of the Meetings of the Faculty Council, 
held Friday, December 16, and Tuesday, December 20, 1955 at 3300 pom. 


Present (December 16, 1955):

Minutes; 
With one correction of the motion concerning the ratification of 
courses in the 1955-56 announcement, the minutes of the meeting of 
November 23, 1955 were approved on motion by Prof. Thompson, 
seconded by Prof. Raudorf. 


Prerequisite for English 120: 
It was decided on motion by Prof. Pugsley, seconded by Prof. 
Thompson that, commencing with the session of 1956-57, English 101 
should be a prerequisite for English 120. 


English 120 as a requirement for the Commerce Degree: 
Prot. Pugsley reported that the committee charged with studying 
the matter of the continuance of English 120 as a required course 
for the Commerce degree had been able to reach no agreement. 
Professors Clarke and Thompson withdrew their motion that this 
requirement be dropped, and the whole matter was referred to the 
Curriculum Survey Committee. 


Regulation of Conditions for writing Special Examinations: 

The Faculty Council considered the memorandum with regard to 
present practices as prepared by the Registrar. (see minutes of 
meeting of Nov. 25, 1955.) Section A of this report was accepted 
as a working principle on motion by Prof. Bridges, seconded by 
Prof. Fraser 


Section B, subsections 1, 2, and 3 were approved as 
acceptable provided the granting of credit on such grounds is 
recommended by the chief instructor in the field to the Faculty 
Council. Section B, subsection 4 is not approved. Motion was by 
Prof. Thompson, seconded by Prof. Pugsley., 


It was furthermore decided, on motion by Prof. Smith, 
seconded by Prof. Thompson, that the following words be added to 
the section in the announcement describing special examinations: 
"permission given only with respect to courses taken at another 
recognized institution." 


Major in General Administration and Marketing: 


On motion by Prof. Pugsley, seconded by Prof. Thompson, it was 
decided to add a Major in General Administration and Marketing 

to the curriculum. This Major will consist of the courses required 
for a Major in General Administration with the addition of Commerce 
110, 152, 154, and 1073 and one of Commerce 111, 133, or 135. 


Prerequisites to Accountancy 102 and 103: 


The following was approved on motion by Prof. Pugsley, seconded 
by Prof. Clarke. 


1. That a pass in Accountancy 101 be considered a prerequisite for 
both Accountancy 102 and Accountancy 103; 


2. That credit be given for Accountancy 101 only where a student 
has given or taken an equivalent at another recognized university 
and such course would be credited towards a university degree 
at said university; 


3. That, notwithstanding 2 above, credit for Accountancy 101 be 
granted for the course in Elements of Accounting at McGill 
University in its Department of University Extension, which 
course is recognized by McGill for degree purposes, only upon 
the passing of our examination in Accountancy 102; 


4. That no student will be permitted to continue in Accountancy 102 
or Accountancy 1035 unless they have obtained a pass in Accountancy 
101 as outlined above; 


Se That students who have been permitted to start in Accountancy 
102 or Accountancy 103 pending receipt of their final mark in 
Accountancy 101 shall be required to transfer back to 
Accountancy 101 or withdraw from Accountancy 102 or Accountancy 
103 if their final mark is "R", or "F" until such time in this 
latter case that they have passed a supplementary examination. 


Students' Health and Accident Insurance Plan; 


Faculty Council considered a plan presented to it, and, on motion 
by Prof. thompson, seconded by Prof. Fraser decided that in the 
opinion of the Faculty Council this matter is outside its 
jurisdiction. The matter is referred back to the petitioner 
with the request that he consult the Bursar of the College for 
recommendations. 


E. B. Herman and Honey Herman were refused permission to write special 
examinations for credits in Hebrew, German, and Geography, on 
motion by Prof. Clarke, seconded by Prof. Quinn. 


Marcel Weisman was granted permission to carry 64 courses for credit 
this year on motion by Prof. Thompson, seconded by Prof. Smith.

Case of G. Stegmayer: 
G. M. Stegmayer was refused credit for a course in German which 
he failed in 1941, on motion by Prof. Thompson, seconded by Prof. 
Honeyman» 


Letter from Professor Whitelaw: 
The Dean commnicated a letter from Prof. Whitelaw thanking the 
Faculty Council for flowers sent to him during his illness. 


Special Requests from Students: 
A~ R. Bourdon has eleven courses but lacks Social Science 101, a 
course in Mathematics, and Commerce 105 for the diploma of 
Associate in Commerce. It was decided, on motion by Prof. Honeyman, 
seconded by Prof. Smith that he may be exempted from Mathematics 
and may complete the requirements for the diploma of Associate in 
Commerce by passing Commerce 105 and one more pandemic course. 


L. J. Inglis asked for credit for a half of Psychology 101. It 
was decided he might be exempt from a half-course of required 
English provided he passes the full course in Psychology 101. 
Motion was by Prof. Clarke, seconded by Prof. Thompson. 


A..M. Ingram was granted permission to carry 6% courses for credit 
this year on motion by Prof. Fraser, seconded by Prof. Honeyman. 


Gerald T. McRae will complete the requirements for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts this year. He will need four more courses for 
the degree of Bachelor of Commerce. He asked for permission to 
complete the requirements for this second degree by taking the 
final four courses elsewhere. It was moved by Prof. Pugsley that 
his request be granted provided he completes the requirements for 
his Arts degree here and takes courses elsewhere which have been 
previously approved. There was no seconder for this motion. It 
was decided on motion by Prof. Clarke, seconded by Prof. Pugsley 
to ask the Dean to obtain further information with respect to his 
need for a second degree and the necessity of his moving out of 
town e 


W. Peters failed a supplemental examination in Commerce 105 which 
he claims was set by the wrong instructor. It was decided, on 
motion by Prof. Pugsley, seconded by Prof. Quinn that he may write 
a second supplemental examination in this course without penalty. 


Pinchas Rodan was refused credits for German 101, 102, Hebrew 101, 
102, taken by him in courses at the high school level. Motion 
was by Prof. Pugsley, seconded by Prof. Fraser. 


Special Requests from Students (cont.): 
E. W. White asked for permission to take Economics 101 and Psychology 
101 in the summer session. It was decided, on motion by Prof. 
Thompson, seconded by Prof. Pugsley, to hold the matter for further 
consideration after the mid-term results are available. 


Addition of French 100: 
It was decided, on motion by Prof. Thompson, seconded by Prof. 
Pugsley, that a course to be known as French 100 shall be added 
to the curriculum. This course shall be open to students who have 
no French in their entrance certificates and whose first language 
is not French. 


Limit on Failures for a Degree: 
It was decided on motion by Prof. Thompson, seconded by Prof. 


Clarke, that after completion of the first year (five courses) no 
student may take more than twenty-two courses to meet the requirements 
for a degree; nor may a student proceed to further studies without 

the permission of the Dean or Registrar if in any year he (or she) 

has three or more failures. This new regulation is to be effective 
for all students entering on or after May 1956. 


Case of Robert A. Presho 
Robert A. Presho was granted credit for an uncredited "E" grade in 
History 111 (1951) on motion by Prof. Pugsley, seconded by Prof. 
Thompson. 


Index to Minutes 
The Dean and the Faculty Council commended Prof. Thompson for the 
very thorough and useful compilation of the index.to the minutes 
of the Faculty Council.
